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REPORT  OF  THE  SUPERINTENDENT  OF  SCHOOLS 


To  the  School  Board  of  Hampton  Falls : 

I  herewith  submit  to  you  my  fourteenth  report  as  Su- 
perintendent of  your  schools. 

The  schools  of.  Hampton  Falls  began  the  current  year 
on  September  13,  1943  with  an  initial  enrollment  of  forty- 
four.  Twenty-two  pupils  were  registered  in  each  of  the 
rooms.  New  enrollments  have  increased  this  to  a  total 
of  forty-eight. 

One  change  has  taken  place  in  our  teaching-  stafiF  since 
Mrs.  Sargent  resigned  at  the  end  of  the  previous  school 
year.  Miss  Jean  Berry  of  Keene  Teachers'  College  is  in 
charge  of  the  upper  grades  room.  Although  she  has  been 
with  us  only  a  few  months  she  has  already  won  the  con- 
fidence of  pupils,  parents  and  school  officials.  She  likes 
our  children.  This  is  reflected  in  the  quality  of  her 
work.  I  am  certain  the  results  obtained  by  Miss  Berry 
will  be  entirely  satisfactory.  Miss  Nichols  is  continuing 
the  work  which  has  pleased  us  all  so  much.  The  Hampton 
Falls  schools  are  good  schools. 

Hampton  Falls  is  continuing  its  instruction  of  the  chil- 
dren in  Music  and  Art.  While  occasionally  real  talent  is 
found,  both  of  these  departments  have  for  their  objective 
the  enrichment  of  the  lives  of  all  the  pupils.  A  perSon, 
to  be  well  educated,  must  have  had  contact  with  the  vari- 
ous arts.  Mrs.  Naves  and  Mrs.  Southwick  are  in  charge 
of  this  part  of  the  training  in  our  schools. 

In  times  of  war,  when  many  doctors  have  entered  the 
services,    the    health    of    our    children    must    be    carefully 
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guarded.  The  work  of  the  school  nurse  is  even  more 
important  than  heretofore.  Mrs.  Lindsey  is  an  efficient 
and  experienced  nurse.  Her  services  are  appreciated  by 
all  with  whom  she  works. 

The  war  has  brought  about  a  reemphasis  upon  Arithme- 
tic and  other  forms  of  Mathematics.  The  mechanization 
of  armies  will  have  its  effect  upon  the  years  that  foUow- 
Accuracy  in  the  science  of  Mathematics  and  of  measure- 
ment is  a  fundamental  of  the  civilization  for  the  present 
age.  The  groundwork  for  this  must  be  laid  in  the  ele- 
mentary.school.  During  the  current  year  special  atten- 
tion is  being  given  to  the  four  basic  operations  of  Arith- 
metic. Three  examinations  are  to  be  taken  by  the  pupils 
of  grades  two  to  six.  The  subjects  tested  will  be  simple 
addition  in  grade  two,  addition  and  subtraction  in  grade 
three  followed  b}^  multiplication  and  division  in  grades 
four  and  five.  Grade  six  will  devote  added  drill  to  com- 
mon fractions. 

The  school  district  has  purchased  a  large  geographical 
globe  for  use  in  the  upper  grades.  Study  of  airplane 
routes  has  taught  us  that  flat  maps  frequently  are  incapa- 
ble of  presenting  a  true  picture  to  the  pupil.  Distances 
and  directions  between  two  places  on  the  sphere  that  is 
the  earth,  cannot  be  accurately  represented  on  a  page  of 
a  book  or  on  a  wall  map. 

I  am  sorry  that  "penny  milk"  service  could  not  have 
been  continued  during  the  current  year.  Under  the  new 
federal  arrangements,  it  would  have  been  possible  to 
serve  milk  to  each  pupil  at  the  rate  of  two  cents  a  bottle. 
Several  dealers  were  contacted  but  none  seemed  able  to 
contract  for  the  school.  It  is  hoped  this  service  can  be 
furnished  next  year. 

The  five  Hampton  Falls  pupils   who   entered   Hampton 
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Centre  School  from  our  sixth  grade  in  September  1943  are 
doing  commendable  work.  During  the  first  two  rank- 
ing periods  there  has  been  no  failing  work  in  any  major 
subject  for  any  of  the  five.  The  same  report  is  received 
from  our  two  pupils  in  the  seventh  grade  in  Exeter.  In 
fact,  one  of  these  is  on  the  honor  roll  at  the  present  time. 

The  schools  are  active  in'  the  war  effort.  Aside  from 
the  initial  registrations  for  the  different  rationing  books, 
the  scrap  drive  and  the  paper  collection,  the  children  ar^^ 
regularly  buying  bonds  and  stamps.  It  will  be  of  interest 
to  note  that  the  East  School  has  purchased  a  total  of 
$314.00  in  war  bonds  and  stamps  since  September  1943. 
When  90%  of  the  pupils  have  made  purchases  the  school 
will  be  entitled  to  fly  a  minuteman  flag.  We  are  look- 
ing forward  to  seeing  this  accomplished. 

I  wish  again  to  express  my  thanks  to  you  as  a  School- 
Board  for  continued  help  in  the  duties  of  my  office.

During  the  year, 
children  are  weighed,  measured,  given  an  eye  and  ear 
test,  and  skin  and  hair.  Frequent  class  room  inspections 
are  made.

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Fever  —  2.  In  event  of  any  contagious  disease,  extra 
time  is  given  so  that  the  nurse  may  contact  the  children 
daily  for  examinations.  — 

No  dental  clinic  has  been  held  due  to  the  fact  that  Dr. 
Straw  is  in  his  Boston  office  and  could  not  give  any  extra

First  aid  supplies  are. placed: in  school  at  the  beginning 
of  the  school  year.  Home  visits  are  made  when  neces- 
sary for  corrective  follow  up-  work  or  sickness. 

In  closing  may  I  at  this  time  thank  Mr.  Gillmore,  the 
School  Board,  Teachers  and  Parents  for  the  cooperation 
shown  me  in  my  work.
